Upon this is placed 
a mattress, and the entire arrangement 
B deposited in the middle of the room. 
To get on to it is easy enough, for it is 
quite low. But to fall asleep on it is in- 
evitably to fall on the floor. It is too 
narrow to turn in, and there ia nobody 
•who does not turn in his sleep unless 


is a'Russian, -who, one may assume, 


has been weaned from the habit by 
countless flops in the days of his youth, 
when he didn't mind that sort of thing. 
He has brought himself into harmony 
with his environment, as tho evolution- 
ists say, and is comfortable. The stran- 
ger has not, and suffers accordingly. 


Most people before they enter the land 


of Nod are apt to dream that they have 
fallen over a precipice and are going 
down, down, down. Just as they are 
about to touch the bottom they wake 
with a start and heave a sigh of relief 
as they realize that they are ou nothing 
harder than feathers. In Bussia that 
dream has a terribly actual termination. 
The visionary \vakos with a start to find 
that he has ''gone over*' in a very liter- 
al sense and is wallowing among ' his 
trunks. A canning man \vill shift his 
bed from the center of the room to the 
•wall. That saves him on one side. Bue 
he is still open to disaster on the other, 
and a bedroom companion of mine at 
Moscow used to fall out of bod three 
times regularly every night, and after 
the third time lie talking in his sleep 
tmtil daylight, dreaming, I fancy, that 
he vras about to break tho record by fall- 
ing out again. The narrow bed is gen- 
eral where beds are employed at alL 
Even the imperial residences are fur- 
nished with them, and the couch upon 
which the murdered Alexander breathed 
his last, still shown to visitors to the 
Winter palace, is of the same type. The 
Russians, like their Teutonic neighbor*, 
have a good deal to leam abonc Bed- 
fordshire. 


"But what about tho bedclothes?" it 


will be asked. Well, they are much 
more easily described than the. bed, the: 
fact being that they are invariably coa- 
spicuous by their absence. It is not tiie 
fashion in Russia to supply boddothiii;,', 
even in the best hotels. Tbe traveler is 
expected to bring his sheets and blankets 
with him if he requires them, and the 
same is tbe <•»«> in private houses. A 
Russian would no more think nf offer- 
ing yon secondhand bedclothes than 
yon would of offering him a second- 
hand toothbrush. The railway officials 
now suppiy onf; pillow, one sheet and 
one blanket to each firsc class passenger. 
Elsewhere, however, as stated, the 
stranger, lot him be invited guest or 
paying lodger, is understood to provide 
his own beddiug. There are considera- 
tions which render this system highly 
desirable. 
But it is not without its 


drawbacks, and when we remember 
that the mean annual temperature nt 
northern Russia is below freezing point, 
it will be admitted that no one ahoold 
be left in ignorance of tho custom. Its 
discovery created no small consterna- 
tion among the English tourists, who 
were quite unprepared for it aud who 
arrived at Moscow at midnight, tired 
to death, and found themselves with 
nothing to sleep m and with next to 
nothing to sleep upon. How did they 
manage? One slept for eight days in hia 
topcoat, another wrapped hirnwlf up in 
his dignity and his dressing gown, whil6 
a third reposed in a borrowed railway 
mg. 


Guests at a Russian hotel, or in a pri- 


vate hou'ie, for that matter, ought, if 
they are. particular, to fasteu their bed- 
room doors tet'oro- engaging in borious 
ablutions. Russian servants ami waiters, 
main and female, g've no warniug of 
their approach. It is an more the cus- 
tom to knock at a door than it is to aap- 
pjV ucitCiGiuca, i4jju <* i/GOic Or u Cuaiu- 
bcrmaid will invariably enter a i-ooui 
without any intimation, "ns if," as one 
writer 1ms csprt-Bsid it, "iutentinniilJy 
ignoring such ohctaclcs to ii'ovemout as 
r'oors. " Tho faet that the room is u bed- 
room makoH no difference whatever. 
This free and easy style may not amsoy 
a Slav, hut it is apt to provoke e.uibar- 
rassiug situations -among Englishmen. 
whofo morning toilo.f is a very extensive 
affair, raibmcing e.very part of tho man 
from tho crown of his head to the soles 
of his foot.

Frank Mertz, an oil well pnmper em- 
ployed by the Ohio OH Company, 
committed suicide by shooting him- 
self at his home in Buck-land, a small

Mertz had been doing day duty at 


his wells recently and therefore was 
at home last night 
About 5 o'clock 


this morning he 
arose as usual 


and after dressing himself, all lu-; 
putting on his shoes, went into the 
kitchen, as his wife supposed, to 
start a fire in the cook stove. He 
had been in the kitchen only a few 
minutes when Mrs. Mertz heard the 
loud report of a revolver and rushing 
into the kitchen she was horrified to 
find her husband lying prostrate upou 
the fl:or with blood trickling from 
his head. 


A SMOKING REVOLVER 


lay on the floor near Mertz' right 
hand where he had evidently dropped 
it after firing the fatal shot. 


Mrs. Mertz' screams attracted sev- 


eral neighbors and a physician was 
sent for, but the bullet Mertz had 
fired into his head bad penetrated 
the brain just below one of hia ears 
and death resaltcd almost iDStauilj. 


The deceased was about 30 years of 


age and leaves a wife and one child. 
He also leaves three sisters, who are 
employed in this city and who were 
summoned to Buckland on L. E & W. 
train 1, which left here at 9:25 o'clock.. 
The cause of the suicide is a mystery. 
Mertz had a steady position and had 
not recently appeared despondent.
